ACAA Strategy Camp 


The Anti-Colonial Action Alliance held its 
first Strategy Camp on the Labour Day 
weekend at Serpent Mounds Park. Serpent 
Mounds Park is now run by the Hiawatha 
First Nation. 

It was on the 1995 Labour Day week- 
end that the Hiawatha First Nation set up a 
blockade at the gates of Serpent Mounds 
Park to protest the cancellation of the Com- 
munity Harvest Agreement by the Provin- 
cial Government. 

The weekend camp brought together 
26 members and organizers from 11 groups 
across Ontario and Quebec. 

The overall agenda of the weekend was 
to organize the regional communication be- 
tween existing organizations that support 
the anti-colonial struggle of First Nations 
specifically in Ontario and generally in 
North America. 

Organizations had an opportunity to 
make an informal presentation on their 
current political situation as well as to share 
information on upcoming events, trials and 
actions. 


Evaluation and Goal Setting 


The evaluation of the weekend gave useful 
feedback & future direction for the orga- 
nizers of the camp, below are some of the 
comments: 


Strategy Camp 

° Like to do the Strategy Camp annually 
or biannually. 

° The camping setting worked well. 

° The number of people at the camp was 
good, a larger group would be unmanageable. 
° The agenda was very ambitious, there 
was good flexibility in the weekend orga- 
nizing. 

° We didn’t get a chance to talk about what 
stratgies and tactics work in specific situations. 
e It was good to have people that are spe- 


cifically dedicated to an issue. 


Communication 

e Need to develop the overall communica- 
tion between cities, especially small cites. 
e Need to promote communication between 
First Nation communities and other 
marginalized communities. 

e It was too bad there weren't more people 
from Quebec. 

e Anti-Colonial Action Alliance could be 
an umbrella group or communications 
clearinghouse. 

e Possibility for starting an alternative pub- 
lication. 

e Good to know there are more organiza- 
tions doing concrete work. 

e Channel O in the future may be good to 
keep an eye on. 


Support Work 

e It would be good to work together on 
Stoney Point. 

e It was good to have representatives from 
Stoney Point and the Homelands Native 
Prisoner Support Group at the weekend. 

e Good to do regional projects. 

e Possibility of doing a benefit to get com- 
munications technology, such as a cell 
phone to Stoney Point. 


The specific goals that developed 
out of the weekend were: 

1. Strengthen the regional communication 
structure between existing organizations that 
support First Nations self-determination. 

2. Support the political initiatives of First 
Nation communities. 

3. Gather intelligence information on enti- 
ties [governments, corporations, nonprofit 
organizations and grassroots groups] that 
oppose First Nations self-determination and 
Aboriginal rights. 


The strategic objectives that 
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developed out of the weekend were: 
1. Organize an annual or biannual strategy 
camp that will rotate around the province. 
2. Produce a bimonthly or monthly com- 
munications bulletin to distribute to orga- 
nizations and individuals in the Ontario 
Region. 

3. Coordinate support work with the Stoney 
Point First Nation. 


Proposal for a 
communications bulletin 


One of the main themes of the Strategy 
Camp was the lack of consistent and con- 
tinuous communication of information 
between cities and between organization in 
Canada. ACAA is proposing to produce a 
monthly bulletin that would cover the fol- 
lowing areas. 
e upcoming events 
° upcoming actions 
e upcoming civil and criminal court dates 
and trials 
e political prisoner addresses 
e organizational contacts 

The production dates will be the last 
Sunday of every month, so all the submis- 
sions should be in on the Friday before pro- 
duction. The bulletin will be mailed out to 
individuals and organizations in Canada 
who subscribe to the mailing list. The Sub- 
scription rate is $12 for 12 issues. Anyone 
can submit information to be listed.
